ANNOUNCEMENT 


The offices of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association will be moved 
on or about August I to the new Padonia Building at 201 West Padonia 
Road in Timonium. There will be no change in either the MHBA's mail¬ 
ing address (Box 4, Timonium, Md.-2I093) or its telephone number 
(252-2100). 

The new quarters are located on the second floor of the Padonia Build¬ 
ing and consist of 2,800 square feet of space—a sum which roughly 
triples the space provided in the offices which have been occupied by 
the MHBA for the past 15 years. 

All members are cordially invited to visit their organization's new 
offices and to make use of its library and reading room. By expanding 
its facilities the MHBA hopes to be of increased service to Maryland's 
steadily growing horse industry. 

In its decision to rent new office quarters, the MHBA's Board of Direc¬ 
tors has not abandoned its plans to build its own headquarters on 2.6 
acres of land lying between the Harrisburg Expressway and Western 
Run road. This property will be purchased from Gen. and Mrs. John M. 
Franklin when rezoning is accomplished. Meanwhile, the MHBA's new 
rented office space should prove completely adequate until that build¬ 
ing is constructed.

Effective Sept. I, 1973, the fee for registering foals and 
yearlings as Maryland-breds will be increased to $25 for 
members of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. Non-members will be required to pay a fee of $40 
per horse. There has been no change made in the $50 
charge for registering horses of racing age. 

Owners desiring to register their foals and yearlings at the 
present fee of $15 may do so by registering their Maryland- 
breds prior to September I. Forms may be obtained from the 
MHBA office, Box 4, Timonium, Md. 21093. Telephone 301-

Also effective Sept. I, 1973, will be an increase in price 
for subscriptions to The Maryland Horse. The new price 
will be $7.50. Those interested in extending their sub¬ 
scriptions at the present $6 rate may do so by renewing 
prior to that date.

The Maryland Racing Commission has set 
the following schedule for Maryland race 
tracks regarding the opening of their stable 
areas for training purposes for the 1973 
season.

245 days. 

Pimlico—Close June 2, Reopen October 1;

Timonium—Open March 12, Close November 
1; open 235 days.

There will be no charges levied for stall rent during 
the periods set forth in this schedule. If any track 
chooses to stay open at times other than stipulated 
above, then such track has permission to charge $1 
per day stall rental. During the free period, each 
track must provide during training hours an 
ambulance and a qualified outrider.

Cappy Jackson 
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Thanks largely to the exploits of his 4-year- 
old daughter Twixt, Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilts Restless Native was Maryland’s leading 
sire for the first half of the 1973 season. 


Twixt, owned in partnership by Mrs. John 
M. Franklin and Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merry- 
man, gained the sixth stakes victory of her 
career (and her fourth in 1973) early this 
month when she captured the $25,000-added 
Whitemarsh Handicap at Liberty Bell. 

The filly’s lifetime earnings now stand at 
$154,930, of which $77,944 was earned in 
1973. 


Restless Native’s only other 1973 stakes win¬ 
ner is Anderson Fowler’s Silver Doctor, winner 
of Bowie’s $25,000-added Prince Georges 
Stakes in March. 

Earlier stakes-winners sired by the 13-year- 
old Restless Native include Peace Corps 
($247,511) and On Your Toes ($112,216). 
Neither of these horses is expected to race this 
year, Peace Corps having been retired to stud 
while On Your Toes continues to recover from 
knee surgery performed early last winter. 

Restless Native is also Maryland’s leading 
sire of 2-year-olds for the first half of 1973. 
From a 2-year-old crop of 27 foals, he had 
sired four winners by the end of June.

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As one might well imagine, the popularity 
of this Sagamore Farm stallion has increased 
dramatically during the past two racing seasons. 
When the son of Native Dancer and Next 
Move first went to stud in 1965 his stud fee 
was $500. In 1974 Restless Native will stand 
for a $5,000 fee, of which $1,000 must be paid 
in advance and is non-refundable. 

Asked how many mares were bred to Rest¬ 
less Native in 1973, farm manager Frank Alex¬ 
ander said: "I'm embarrassed to tell you. We 
had planned on stopping him at 45 mares. 
Then I took three more that were stakes- 
producers and late in June I added two more 
that were simply one-shot covers. That gave 
him a total of 50." 

Included in the 50 was the multiple stakes- 
producer Self Control who was struck by light¬ 
ning and killed at her owners farm 11 days 
after her last cover. Owned by Dr. and Mrs. 
G. G. Meredith, Self Control had a First Land¬ 
ing colt at her side who died a few days after 
his dam’s tragic mishap. 

Regarding the 1974 season, Alexander says 
he already has 16 signed live foal contracts and 
that each contract was accompanied by the re¬ 
quired non-refundable down payment of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

"I’m going to be more selective in filling his 
book next year,” said Alexander, "and I’m 
going to stop him at 40 mares. Although he 
breeds exceptionally well and is terrific at get¬ 
ting his mares in foal, I think 50 mares is just 
about ten too many. But even with all those 
mares, he held up well. We were able to double 
him four times a week whenever we wanted 
to.” 

Of the 50 mares bred to the horse this year 
only four were owned by Mr. Vanderbilt. Ex-

plaining why so few Sagamore mares went to 
the horse, Alexander said: "It’s his pedigree. 
He’s by our home stallion Native Dancer and 
most of our mares have Native Dancer up close 
in their pedigrees. Out of all our mares we 
only have six or eight that we can breed to 
him.” 

Mr. Alexander states that of the 50 mares 
bred, 30 have already been examined as being 
in foal. 

At mid-year Restless Native stood 29th on 
the national list of stallions — far ahead of any 
other Maryland sire. 

The increase in Restless Native’s value is 
perhaps best reflected in his stud fees. When 
he entered stud in 1965 he boasted a superb 
pedigree (by a champion out of a champion) 
but was woefully short on racing performance. 

His racing career amounted to only three 
starts at 3. He was a winner of two races and 
was once third. 

So for his first two seasons at stud Restless 
Native stood for only a $500 fee. He was raised 
to $750 in 1966 and to $1,000 in 1967. In 
1968 he went to $1,500 and for 1969, 1970, 
1971, 1972 and 1973 he stood for $2,000. 

From 1967 on Mr. Vanderbilt required that 
20 per cent of his stud fee be paid in advance 
and that it be non-refundable. 

Peace Corps, bred by Vanderbilt but sold as 
a 2-year-old to Hobeau Farm, was Restless 
Native’s first stakes-winner. Then came On 
Your Toes. Peace Corps was voted Maryland’s 
best male 4-year-old and up of the 1971 season, 
and On Your Toes gained the same champion¬ 
ship award in 1972. 

The horse’s third stakes-winner was Twixt, 
best Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly of the 1972 
season. Twixt, bred by Mr. and Mrs. Merryman, 
was unraced at 2 but has been a busy cam¬ 
paigner at 3 and 4. Trained by the Merryman’s 
24-year-old daughter Katherine Voss, Twixt 
has won her six stakes at five different tracks. 

Restless Native’s fourth stakes-winner is 
Silver Doctor, a 3-year-old. 

Of the three stallions now standing at Saga¬ 
more (the others are Tinajero and Salem) 
Restless Native is the only one owned by Mr. 
Vanderbilt.

Jan duPont Runs Hexton Farm's 
Successful Breeding Operation 
While Her Husband Sam, Cecil 
County Sheriff, Prefers Boating

wife of the Cecil county sheriff is no 
ordinary woman. 

For one thing, her 1,000-acre Hexton Farm 
in Cecilton (Md.) sets her apart from most 
sheriffs’ wives. For another, she is a horse- 
breeder who has encountered instantaneous 
success—and that sets her apart from most 
horsebreeders. 

The sheriff is 43-year-old Samuel F. duPont, 
first cousin to the late Richard C. duPont. His 
wife of 11 years is a former dog handler 
who has bred two stakes-winners—Naleesa 
and Winsome Imp—from her first two crops 
to race. 

It was in 1967 that the successful and widely 
divergent careers of Sam and Jan duPont 
got underway. 

Sam, tiring of his hobby as an international 
boat racer, decided to become a policeman. Jan, 
weary of the dog business, turned to horses, 
acquiring a half-dozen "cheap” broodmares 
and an unraced stallion. 

During the intervening six years Sam has 
risen from patrolman on the Cecil county 
police force to sheriff. And Jan has become a 
big name in Maryland’s horse breeding industry 
through the successes of her two fillies, 4-year- 
old Naleesa and 3-year-old Winsome Imp. 

Quite amazingly, both of these fillies won 
(in 1972 and 1973) Pimlico’s Politely Stakes 
—the race which is named in honor of Mrs. 
Richard C. duPont’s top Maryland-bred per¬ 
former of the 1960’s. 

Since both of the Mrs. duPonts live in Cecil 
county (their farms are seven miles apart) 
and both breed horses, they have more in 
common than the fact that they married first 
cousins. 


Says Jan duPont: "Mrs. Richard is one of 
my best advisers. I’m frequently on the tele¬ 
phone to her at 7:30 in the morning. But 
when I have a real problem I call on the 
knowledge of every expert I know. I would say, 
though, that Mrs. Richard has been my closest 
friend and biggest booster in the horse busi¬ 
ness.” 

Although Hexton Farm’s vast acreage makes 
an ideal spot for the production of Thorough¬ 
breds, there had been no horse program at 
the duPont farm prior to Jan’s decision six 
years ago to breed race horses. 

Sheriff Sam was one month old when he 
took up residence there in 1930. His grand¬ 
father, Frank duPont, had bought the estate 
in 1928. Sam’s father, Ernest duPont, Sr., 
built the farm’s mansion-like residence in 
1936. 

Jan came to Hexton Farm following her 
marriage in 1962. She brought with her her 
two children—Dina, now 26, and Rick, 24. 
At Hexton, Dina and Rick joined Mr. duPont’s 
three children—Pete, now 20, Cathy, 18, and 
Jeb, 16. Since moving into Hexton, Mrs. 
duPont’s two children have been legally 
adopted by Sam. And Dina has also become 
married. She is now the wife of Sam’s deputy 
sheriff (Ernest Beck, Jr.) who, says Sam, 
"was the sergeant who broke me in when I 
joined the force as a patrolman.” 

As one might imagine, there is an unusual 
mixture of police and horse mementoes scat¬ 
tered throughout the many rooms of the 
duPont mansion. And there are also portraits 
of cats and dogs which are either currently 
Mrs. duPont’s pets or had that distinction in 
years past. 
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The policeman-hor'se-pet atmosphere was 
clearly demonstrated during the course of this 
interview when Mrs. duPont interrupted her 
account of her horse business to yell at her 
cat, Felix. 

"Get away from those bullets, Felix,” she 
commanded. "I am not going to have you carry 
them all around the house!” 

With that order, Mrs. duPont pulled her cat 
from a bookcase closet, slammed the door and 
removed a 22-23 bullet from Felix’s mouth. 

Smiling at his wife’s momentary displeasure 
with the cat, Sam said: "This horse business is 
Jan’s. She deserves the entire credit. All I do 
is drive the van for her and work in the fields. 
Last Saturday my chief deputy and I worked 
(they were off duty, of course) with 12 other 
men bringing in the hay. In one day we loaded 
3,500 bales.” 

There are now 15 broodmares at Hexton 
Farm, and Mrs. duPont hopes that she won’t 
exceed that number. "I want to breed good 
things,” she said. "I want to upgrade the 
quality without going over my present 15- 
mare limit. 

"I’ve never spent a really big amount for a 
mare. The most I ever paid was $20,000 for 
the *Ribot mare Riverboat Lady. I bought her 
at Keeneland, and this year I’m selling a 
yearling filly out of her at Saratoga.” 

The filly is by High Echelon and will be 
included in agent Lee Eaton’s consignment as 
Hip No. 24 on the first evening. 

Sheriff duPont is looking forward to the 
Saratoga trip with a great deal of anticipation 
—not so much for the sale, itself, but rather 
for the fun he gets from his yacht. 

"We’ll live on our yacht,” says Sam. "We’ll 
tie up at Schuylerville. It's a trip I really enjoy.” 

Although Riverboat Lady is Mrs. duPont's 
most expensive broodmare purchase, the sports¬ 
woman exceeded that amount last summer at 
Saratoga when she bought a yearling colt for 
$35,000. 

Still expressing surprise at her unanticipated 
decision to buy the yearling, Mrs. duPont ex¬ 
plains her purchase with a twinkle in her eye, 
almost laughing at herself. 

"I had no idea that I would buy a yearling— 
especially a colt. A filly? Maybe yes. After all 
that would make sense. Another prospective 
broodmare. But a colt? No. 

"Well, there I was shopping around one 
morning at Saratoga looking at the yearlings 
and this colt caught my eye like no other 


horse had ever done before. I found myself 
coming back to his stall for one look after 
another. 

"Finally I couldn’t stand it any longer. So I 
got George (Mrs. duPont’s trainer, George 
Baker) to go with me and see what he thought 
of the colt. He was by Damascus out of Rhoda- 
barb. George took one look at him and said: 
’Mrs. duPont, I love him. But he’ll probably 
bring $70,000.’ 

"Well, the night he was sold George was 
sitting beside me. I always sit in Steve Dance’s 
section at every Fasig-Tipton auction sale. 
Steve’s a good spotter and he understands my 
signals. 

"I didn’t indicate to George that I would do 
any bidding on the colt. But I wound up 
buying him for $35,000—and George, who was 
sitting beside me, had no idea who had bought 
him. 

"After he was knocked down to me, George 
said: ’I don’t know who got him, but whoever 
it was they got a real bargain.’ George wouldn’t

believe that I had bought him until the boy 
came around with the sales slip for me to sign. 

"Later on when it came time to name the colt 
I was trying names with ’steel,’ ’sword’ and all 
those kind of things and not coming up with 
anything I really liked. So one day in New 
York I told Alfred Vanderbilt how hard I had 
been working on a name and asked him for 
a suggestion. He said to give him a day to 
think it over. 

"The next day he came up to me and said: 
’How do you like ’Road to Damascus?’ 

"I thought it was perfect. Only I changed 
the spelling of ’Road’ to ’Rhoad’ because the 
colt was out of Rhodabarb. 

"Rhoad to Damascus hasn’t started yet. But 
he’s training awfully well, and George thinks 
he’ll be a runner.” 

Baker, who has been Mrs. duPont’s trainer 
since 1971, currently has 10 horses in training 
in New York for the Maryland sportswoman. 
Mrs. duPont’s second division numbers 13 
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head and is quartered at Delaware Park under 
the supervision of Raymond Archer, Jr. 

It was, incidentally, Baker who trained Po¬ 
litely (winner of $552,972) for Mrs. Richard 
C. duPont, and it was on the latter Mrs. 
duPont’s recommendation that Jan duPont 
hired the highly successful young trainer. 

Jan duPont’s first stakes-winner was the 
homebred Naleesa who was one of six foals 
from the first crop ever bred by Mrs. duPont. 
Three other foals from that first crop were 
winners. 

Naleesa (winner of $86,444) is the best 
foal ever sired by Nade. The stallion stood at 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont’s Woodstock Farm 
before being exported to Argentina in 1971. 

Jan duPont’s second stakes-winner was Win¬ 
some Imp, a member of Mrs. duPont’s second 
crop of foals. By Impressive ($5,000 stud fee), 
Winsome Imp gained her lone stakes victory 
in this year’s Politely Stakes at Pimlico. Her 
earnings now exceed $30,000. 

Asked for her secret in producing two stakes 
winners from her first two crops of foals, Mrs. 
duPont said: "It’s because I raise them on Life 
Savers.” 

This, it turned out, was not a totally face¬ 
tious reply. 

During a later inspection of the Hexton 
Farm broodmares and foals, Mrs. duPont fed 
cubes of sugar to every horse she touched. "If 
I don’t have sugar handy (there is a large 
box in each barn), then I use Life Savers.” 

Citing her long experience with dogs, Mrs. 
duPont says that she once enjoyed a reputation 
with the canine fanciers as "a specialist with 
the neurotics.” 

She added that she has carried the same 
tender loving care over to her horses and 
believes that she has helped several of her 
horses who might otherwise have developed 
personality problems. 

Hexton Farm, which fronts on the Sassafras 
nver, was originally a steamboat stop, known 
In the 19th century as Hackstown. Through 
the years, "Hackstown” became corrupted into 
Hexton,” explains Mrs. duPont. 

Tied up at the dock in front of Hexton 
Farm is Sheriff duPont’s steam tugboat which 
was built in 1906. The sheriff purchased the 
^5-foot long tug from the Maryland Port 
Authority several years ago and has recon¬ 
ditioned it from stem to stern. Converted from 
coal to oil fuel in 1958, the tug required a 
crew of six when working in the Baltimore 
harbor. 


The tug, however, is not to be confused with 
the duPont’s yacht which is berthed at a 
nearby yacht basin. Referred to as "our regular 
boat” by Mrs. duPont, it is this yacht which 
the duPonts will travel on when journeying 
to Saratoga next month. 

Not to be overlooked in the Hexton Farm 
operation is Joe Terry, a 34-year-old black man 
who was born in Georgia. Terry has worked 
for Sam duPont for 17 years and is now man¬ 
ager of the entire farm operation. 

A muscular, tremendously fit man, Terry 
states that he maintains his superb physical 
condition by doing weight lifting every day. 
"I can press-lift 400 pounds,” he reports. 

Hired by Sam to polish automobiles when 
duPont was operating a Rambler-Jeep agency 
in Wilmington (Del.) in 1956, Terry has 
proved himself to be one of the duPonts’ 
greatest treasures. 

"No matter what Sam gets into,” explains 
Mrs. duPont, "Joe becomes an expert at it in

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no time at all. He was the first black man to 
be a member of a yachting crew when Sam 
was racing. He was to boat racing what Jackie 
Robinson was to baseball. 

"Joe has had only 300 days of formal edu¬ 
cation. Everything he’s learned he’s picked up 
on his own.” 

And it is obvious that Mr. Terry has learned 
his lessons well. 

Soft spoken and meticulously grammatical 
in his choice of words, Mr. Terry is one of 
those remarkable persons who seems capable 
of adjusting overnight to a completely different 
environment. 

He knew nothing about horses before Mrs. 
duPont made her first broodmare purchases 
in 1967, but today he is an expert, rattling off 
pedigrees, quoting feed rations and citing 
breeding statistics on his broodmares and 
yearlings. 

"That,” Mrs. duPont added, "is why were 
so lucky to have Joe. No matter what we get 
involved in, Joe takes to it right away. In 
almost no time at all he knows what should be 
done in a given situation. And before too 
long, he invariably becomes an expert.” 

All of these compliments are thoroughly 
believable about this amazing man Joe Terry. 
The only thing that defies comprehension is 
how Sam duPont has resisted the temptation 
to give Joe a high-ranking job in the Cecil 
county sheriff’s office. □

Claimed for $14,000 Seven Months 
Ago, Gelding Has Won Two Stakes 


Lexington Park 
First Stakes 
Winner For 
David G. Smith 

Story by Snowden Carter 


Although he has been in the horse business 
less than two years, David G. Smith has already 
had the thrill of winning two stakes races with 
a horse he claimed seven months ago for 
$14,000. 

The horse is that remarkable 6-year-old geld¬ 
ing Lexington Park who had made 76 starts 
over a four-year period without ever winning a 
stake before coming into Mr. Smith’s possession 
at Laurel last December. 


"It was my trainer (Dick Dutrow) who 
picked him out,” says the Hillcrest Heights 
(Md.) lumberman. "Dickie talked to me about 
him a couple of times. The thing that worried 
me was that the charts (in the Daily Racing 
Form) showed he had bled in a recent race. 
Dickie said: ‘Don’t worry about his bleeding. 
I can handle that.’ 


"So then I said: ‘Okay, Dickie, go ahead and 
claim him—if you really want to/” 

Last month at Monmouth Park the bay geld¬ 
ing (by Quadrangle—Sunny Morn by *Prince- 
quillo) captured the first division of the 
$20,000 Oceanport Handicap, boosting his life¬ 
time earnings to $227,343. Lexington Park’s 
only other stakes triumph occurred at Bowie 
in March in the $25,000 Vertex Handicap. 

Lexington Park’s Oceanport Handicap tri¬ 
umph marked the gelding’s ninth start in Mr. 
Smith’s colors. In those nine races the Mary¬ 
land-bred gained four victories (including two 
stakes) and five seconds. His earnings in 
Smith’s colors now exceed $85,000. 

Despite Smith’s remarkable success with Lex¬ 
ington Park, the owner has not gone on a 
spending spree for additional horses. He has 
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only two in training (the second is the 2-year- 
old Dragset which he claimed last month at 
Monmouth for $8,000). 

Asked how he happened to get into the 
horse business, the Southern Maryland lumber 
mill operator explained that he was merely a 
racegoer who enjoyed betting on his friends’ 
horses until he made his first purchase in Sep¬ 
tember, 1971. 

"My good friend George Frisco was in part¬ 
nership with Jack Mobberley on the filly Sarre 
Green,” continued Mr. Smith. "During the May 
meeting at Pimlico in 1971 George came by 
one morning and said: ‘Give me $20. I want 
to bet on a horse for you.’ 

I gave him the $20, and the next day he 
brought me back $176. Two weeks later he 
came by again and said the same thing. The 
next day he brought me back $76. 

"That’s when I started saying to myself: 'Hey, 
how long has this been going on?’ 

"I decided then that 'the next time she runs, 
IU be there myself and really bet a bundle.’ 

"It was in June at Delaware Park the next 
time that I knew she was running. So I went 
to the bank and took out $300. Went to Dela¬ 
ware and bet it on the filly—only this time she 
finished fourth. 

"That didn’t discourage me too much. She 
taced the following month at Aqueduct, and I 
went up there to bet on her. She won, and I got 
me a bundle. 

"That’s when I said to my friend George: 
Hey, I got to have me a horse of my own. 
You’re making money with purses, while all 
I m doing is betting in the mutuels. I’ve got to 
have one like you’ve got.” 

Smith’s first horse was Just Jane (purchased 
from Jack Mobberley) who wound up winning 
two races at Charles Town in the lumberman’s 
colors before breaking down. The mare, still 
owned by Mr. Smith, is now in foal to Devil’s 
Tattoo. 

In February, 1972, Smith changed trainers. 
At that time his only horse was Kublee which 
he had claimed at Laurel the previous fall. 

Taking over Kublee was Mr. Dutrow, the 
same man who has had such remarkable suc¬ 
cess with Lexington Park. But with Kublee, 
Putrow had no luck. The horse died soon after 
joining his stable. 

Following Kublee’s demise, Smith claimed 
a nd lost quite a few horses. As a general rule 
tbe horses claimed from him were haltered by 
buddy Delp, and, quite frequently, the replace¬ 
ments were haltered from Delp. 


Among the horses which wore the Smith 
colors were Dissident, Rosaryville, Wolf It 
Down, Wicked Man, Cinda Mood, Pomme and 
Deep Neckline. Another which he claimed (but 
never raced) was Tillhold. About this horse, 
Smith recalls: "It was the 1972 meeting at 
Pimlico. There were three claims in for him 
at $3,000. The horse broke his leg during the 
race and had to be destroyed. Well, they shook 
for the claim and I was the winner. So for 
$3,000 I got a dead horse.” 

Although Smith’s luck was unquestionably 
bad in the case of Tillhold, he was more than 
repaid by dame fortune when two claims were 
lodged for Lexington Park last December. 
Again Smith won the draw. And this time he 
came up with a stakes-winner. 


'This is the first time he's ever 
had a good trainer. ...

Asked how he could account for Lexington 
Park’s emergence as a stakes-winner at the ripe 
old age of 6, Mr. Smith said: This is the first 
time he’s ever had a good trainer. Dickie lives 
with his horses. All the success I’ve had with 
that horse I owe to Dickie.” 

Bred by Mrs. Richard C. duPont at her 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City, Lexing¬ 
ton Park was sold as a weanling at Keeneland 
for $15,000 to Catherine Warner’s Dumbarton 
Stable. 

Always a hard-knocking horse, Lexington 
Park never concluded a racing season with 
fewer than four victories. The Oceanport 
marked his 23rd appearance in the winner’s 
circle. 

In talking about his horse following the 
Oceanport win, Dutrow said: He just seems 
to do everything asked of him. In his last 
start before the Oceanport he beat Bee Bee Bee 
on a sloppy track, and that’s supposed to be 
Bee Bee Bee’s game. 

“Lexington Park’s got a bit of a knee, and 
it requires a lot of work. 

“But what you’ve got to remember is that 
this horse is a pro. What I mean by that is 
that if you get him sound, you can count on 
him to run a big race.” □

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Pleasant Valley Farm 
To Be Open To Public

At 86 years of age, Harvey S. Ladew is making detailed plans 
for the future. 

It is a future in which he does not see himself, but in which he 
very clearly sees the continuance of his treasured topiary gardens at 
his 380-acre Pleasant Valley Farm in Monkton. 

Mr. Ladew, a wealthy Long Islander who moved to Maryland 
for the foxhunting in 1928, purchased Pleasant Valley a year later, 
and in the early 1930’s began his development of this country’s most 
famous topiary gardens. 

Soon after recovering three years ago from a serious illness, Mr. 
Ladew decided that steps should be taken to preserve his life’s work 
for future generations to enjoy. 

After conferring with his three nieces (they are his closest heirs; 
Mr. Ladew, himself, never married), he deeded the gardens to a foun¬ 
dation (Friends of the Harvey Smith Ladew Topiary Gardens), the 
trustees of which include his nieces—Mrs. Augustus Blagden, of Lake¬ 
ville, Conn.; Mrs. Augustus Paine, of Old Westbury, Long Island, 
and Mrs. Alan Cory, of Old Westbury, Long Island. Also included as 
trustees are Mr. Paine and Mr. Cory. The third niece’s husband, Mr. 
Blagden, is no longer living. 

As Mr. Ladew sees it, he is, in effect, willing his award-winning 
gardens to the people of Maryland. And it will be up to Marylanders 
to prove their appreciation by paying a $2 admission to tour the 
gardens. "Or else,” says the former MFH of the old Harford Hunt 
Club and the Elkridge-Harford Club, "the place will be leveled by 
bulldozers.”

Recalling that it was horses and the thrill of the foxhunt which 
attracted him to Maryland 45 years ago, Mr. Ladew credits his 83- 
year-old friend S. Bryce Wing for his shift in residence from Long 
Island to Monkton. 

Mr. Wing, who is also ailing and can walk only with crutches, 
remembers telling Ladew about Maryland almost as though it were 
yesterday. 

"We were out hunting with the Meadowbrook,” says Mr. Wing, 
"and I said: ‘Look here, Harvey, you’re just wasting your time in 
this country. Why don’t you let me show you what it’s like down in 
Maryland. Why there’s not a barbed-wire fence or paved road in all 
of Harford county.’ ” 

That was enough of an invitation for Mr. Ladew. He came to 
Maryland that same year, lodging at the Harford club. 

"A great companion,” says Mr. Wing. "A highly traveled man, 
he had homes in England, could speak five or six languages and knew 
everybody there was to know abroad. His money came from the 
E. R. Ladew leather company, but Harvey didn’t know any more 
about leather than that chair. 

"His great passions were gardening, hunting, traveling and build¬ 
ing things.

After he bought Pleasant Valley he told 
me he wanted to put in some really nice 
gardens. So I took him down to see old man 
yice at the Towson Nurseries. Together they 
drew up the first plans for his gardens. 

I haven’t seen Harvey for two years come 
f his October. And I guess I really don’t want 
see him. I’d rather remember him the way 
he was. We were joint masters together of the 
Harford Hunt Club from 1934 to 1939 and 
* rnean to tell you we pounded that country 
t0 death. 


When Harvey first came down in 1928 
Oownie Bonsai’s father (also named Frank A. 
B°nsal) was master of the Harford. We used 
t0 hunt every day of the week. The fields were 
small, though. Only about seven or eight 
people. 

I’m crippled up now mostly because of 
[alls in the hunting field (three hip fractures) 
hut I don’t know two fellows who had better 
fives than Harvey Ladew and myself.” 

Mr. Ladew (whose only riding today is 
done on an elevator between the first and sec- 
^ n d floors of his home) concurs heartily in 
Mr. Wing’s evaluation of those Good Old 
Days. 

The two men have been friends since 1910 , 
and it was Mr. Wing who took him first to 
leasant Valley so that he could negotiate the 
Purchase of the farm from Harry Scarff. 

. But it was not Mr. Wing (whose secondary 
lnte rests after foxhunting were racing and 
polo) who introduced his friend to the charms 
°f topiary gardening. 


It was Mr. Ladew, himself, who made that 
discovery while hacking back home following 
a foxhunt in England. He recalls that as his 
horse ambled along a dirt road he noticed a 
high yew hedge with a long line of figures 
growing on top of it. The figures were hounds 
in pursuit of a fox. Later when he inquired 
about the hedge, he found that it belonged to 
Lady Sophie Scott. 

Pursuing the matter, Mr. Ladew became 
friends with Lady Scott and gained her advice 
in developing his own topiary gardens. 

When he first began his Pleasant Valley 
gardens he bought wire frames for the hedges 
from Lady Scott’s supplier in England. But, as 
the years passed, he discovered that he, him¬ 
self, could make them. Now all of the frames 
surrounding his young creations are his own 
handiwork. 

(Editor’s note: The frames duplicate the 
appearance desired of the grown hedge. They 
are placed over a young hedge and then the 
shoots which grow beyond the boundaries of 
the frame are snipped off.) 

Perhaps Mr. Ladew’s most famous creation 
is the fox being pursued by six hounds. Behind 
the hounds is the huntsman jumping a hedge. 

Quite tragically, the fox and all six hounds 
were "killed” last summer by hurricane Agnes. 
Only the huntsman survives in healthy, green 
foliage. Although the fox and hounds are 
dead, their dried branches and stems still 
stand—a circumstance which affords the visitor 
an opportunity to appreciate what they looked 
like in healthier days. 

The demise of the fox and hounds coin¬ 
cides with the emptiness of the Ladew stables. 
Although each large box stall has a nameplate 
on its door, there is no horse on the grounds. 
The names on the doors recall the Good 
Years—Mr. Ladew having hunted for 21 con¬ 
secutive seasons in both Maryland and Eng¬ 
land. 

"In 1939,” he recalls, "I set what might have 
been a record by hunting on both sides of the 
Atlantic within 72 hours. I rode here with 
the Elkridge-Harford, flew to England and 
rode with the Devon-Somerset Stag Hounds. 
That puts me in a class with Columbus, don’t 
you think?” 

Mr. Ladew thinks his best horse was Cheerio. 
"I bought him in Ireland and beat Sonny 
Whitney’s horse in an open jumping class 
with Hope Scott riding. Sonny’s horse had 
never been beaten. My horse was ridden by a 
little boy I had in the stable who had never 
ridden in a show before.” 
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Attracted to Maryland 45 years ago by 
its foxhunting, Mr. Ladew has created 
a magnificent showplace at his Harford 
county farm, Pleasant Valley. Museum¬ 
like main house (opposite page, top) is 
filled with antique furniture, paintings 
and porcelains, many with a foxhunting 
motif. Lovely topiary gardens, among 
the country's finest, were designed by 
Mr. Ladew and are maintained now by 
head gardener Walter Preston (inset).

Appropriately, Cheerio’s name is preserved 
today on one of Ladew’s empty stall doors. 
The others so honored are The Goods, The 
Top, Johnny Bull, Clinker, Dividend, Wexford 
and The Curate. 

If one were to tell Mr. Ladew that it sounds 
as though he has had a rather good time in 
life, he would be the first to agree. "I de¬ 
cided after the first World War,” says a 
grinning Mr. Ladew, "that I would retire as 
a young man and begin working at 50. I 
handled the first part all right. But I never 
got around to a regular job.” 

As far as gardening enthusiasts are con¬ 
cerned, it is a good thing that Mr. Ladew never 
took to the world of business—otherwise he 
wouldn't have had time to develop what has 
come to be recognized by experts as one of 
the great gardens of the world. 

(Editor’s note: Mr. Wing recalls that his 
old friend did once go briefly into business for 
himself but that the venture was unsuccessful. 
"He lost a pile,” laughs Mr. Wing, "but he 
still had plenty left.”) 

Awarded the Garden Club of America’s 
Distinguished Service Medal in 1971, Mr. 
Ladew’s citation reads: "for his great interest 
in developing and maintaining the most out¬ 
standing topiary garden in America without 
professional help.” 

Although that citation is technically correct 
in stating that the gardens were developed 
without professional help, it is certainly not 
fair today to say that Mr. Ladew’s head gar¬ 
dener, Walter Preston, is anything other than 
a professional. 

But it was always Mr. Ladew, himself, who 
did the designing. Preston was his assistant— 
a faithful and conscientious one who now finds 
himself pretty much in charge of the gardens 
due to his employer’s precarious health. 

In addition to the remarkable gardens, Mr. 
Ladew maintains a showplace home which 
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could quite justifiably be called a museum. In 
fact one of its rooms was once judged to be 
one of the "hundred most handsome rooms 
in the United States.” 

Asked how many gardens he has, Mr. Ladew 
says "God only knows.” 

But by walking for hours one can discover 
them all—even though in the process the 
visitor is likely to forget his count, overcome 
by the separate beauty of each garden and 
their combined vastness. 

All of these treasures can be maintained 
for Maryland, providing there is sufficient 
public support and interest. There are six 
types of membership to the Friends of the 
Ladew Topiary Garden Foundation. An asso¬ 
ciate membership costs $ 3 ; annual membership 
is $ 10 ; contributing is $17.50; supporting is 
$50; sustaining is $100 and life is $500. 

The foundation’s advisory board consists of 
Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black, Mrs. J. Dorsey 
Brown, Mr. and Mrs. George W. Constable, 
Mrs. Sloan Doak, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin H. 
Griswold 3d, Mr. and Mrs. E. Phillips Hatha¬ 
way, C. A. Porter Hopkins, D. Luke Hopkins, 
Mrs. Peter Jay, Mrs. J. Rieman McIntosh, Mr. 
and Mrs. William McMillan, Mrs. Elizabeth

And upon visiting the gardens this author 
suggests that horselovers keep in mind the 
humor, character and individuality of the man 
who made the whole thing possible. 

In his own way, Harvey Ladew has been 
a great man, even though he never took him¬ 
self or the rest of the world too seriously. His 
humor shines through perhaps at its brightest 
in the words carved into stone steps on one of 
his gardens. They read: 

If you would be happy for a week, 
take a wife. 

If you would be happy for a month, 
kill your pig. 

If you would be happy all your life, 
plant a garden.

Merediths Lose Top Mare 

Dr. and Mrs. G. G. Meredith’s stakes-pro- 
ducing broodmare Self Control was killed when 
struck by lightning last month at the Merediths’ 
Merry Acres Farm in Baltimore county. The 
mare’s suckling colt foal (by First Landing) 
later died, apparently the victim of a twisted 
intestine. 

Self Control, a foal of 1955, was the dam of 
two stakes-winners—Dun-Cee ($64,714) and 
Controlled Landing ($64,371). Her 1973 foal 
was a full brother to Controlled Landing. 

Says Mrs. Meredith: "It’s just unbelievable to 
think that of the 50 horses we keep at our two 
farms that Self Control had to be the one that 
was hit. But that’s all part of the game, I guess.’’ 

Self Control first achieved recognition as a 
producer when Dun-Cee, a foal of 1964, cap¬ 
tured the Cleopatra Handicap and the Ashland 
Stakes as a 3-year-old. At 2 she also placed in 
the Oh! Susannah Stakes and the Clipsetta 
Stakes. 

Controlled Landing, a foal of 1969, won the 
Heirloom Handicap last year and was also 
second in the First Lady Handicap. 

New Commissioner Appointed 

Donald S. Levinson, president of the Tomke 
Aluminum Company in Baltimore, was ap¬ 
pointed to a five-year term on the Maryland 
Racing Commission last month. Mr. Levinson 
succeeds the late Samuel Stofberg on the com¬ 
mission. 

In choosing Mr. Levinson for the appoint¬ 
ment, Governor Mandel selected a man who 
has more than casual knowledge of the indus¬ 
try. Mr. Levinson was himself the owner of a 
small stable of horses which campaigned on 
the Maryland tracks a few years ago. 


Other members of the commission are J. 
Newton Brewer, chairman; Carle A. Jackson, 
Milton Polinger and Robert Furtick. 

Lucky Turn Found Dead 

Lucky Turn, winner of four stakes and over 
$180,000, was found dead in his paddock at 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s Big Survey Plantation in 
Yemessee, S.C., last month. The 13-year-old 
gelded son of # Turn-to and Lucky Mistake was 
retired by his owner, Mrs. Obre, in 1967. 

Mrs. Obre’s son, Michael Wettach, also re¬ 
ports the death of Impulsive, a 29-year-old 
daughter of Supremus and the *Mahmoud mare 
Miss Mahmoud. Impulsive was the dam of 
three stakes winners—Clem ($535,681), Sil¬ 
verado ($71,305) and Miss Ardan. Impulsive 
additionally foaled two stakes-placed winners 
and is the granddam of Mrs. Obre’s young 
stallion Road At Sea. 

Mr. Wettach said that his mother had hoped 
her superb foundation mare would attain the 
age of 30 but that she reluctantly decided to 
put her down last month when veterinary ex¬ 
amination revealed that she was in a state of 
rapidly declining health. 

Impulsive, who had been retired several 
years, was also quartered at Mrs. Obre’s South 
Carolina plantation. Still at Big Survey as pen¬ 
sioners are three other good stakes horses— 
Hunters Rock, Hustle and Out of Reach. 

How Times Change Dept. 

At the Board meeting of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association held on May 10, 
1939, president Chester F. Hockley brought 
up the subject of kerosene lanterns in the 
stable areas at Maryland tracks. Agreeing that 
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they were a fire hazard, the Board passed a 
resolution calling upon the Maryland Racing 
Commission to require that electric lights be 
installed in all race track stables. 

During the same meeting Board member 
Henry L. Straus suggested that "something be 
done to induce a good veterinarian to come to 
r he state to replace Dr. Meisner who had died.” 
Field secretary Humphrey S. Finney was ac¬ 
cordingly instructed to attempt during his 
travels to "see whether he could interest some 
good man in locating here/’ 

Janneys Sell Icecapade 

Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney, Jr., sold their 
good 4-year-old colt Icecapade to Mrs. Donald 
A. McVarish late last month for a reported 

$400,000. 

By Nearctic out of the Native Dancer mare 
Shenanigans, Icecapade won first time out for 
Mrs. McVarish, capturing the $25,000-added 
Nassau County Handicap in 1.20 2/5—only 
one-fifth of a second off Aqueduct’s track 
record. 

Victory in the Nassau County boosted Ice- 
capade’s lifetime earnings to $203,471. 

Although foaled in Kentucky (because his 
dam that year was to be bred to Bold Ruler), 
Icecapade is by a Maryland stallion. He was 
also raised in Maryland at Mr. and Mrs. 
Janneys’ Locust Hill Farm. 

A winner of three of eight starts as a 
2-year-old, Icecapade gained his first stakes 
victories at 3, winning the Saranac, Stuyvesant, 
Kelso and Longport for seasonal earnings of 
$156,992. 

The colt’s only stakes victory as a 4-year-old 
Was the Nassau County. He did, however, set 


a new six-furlong record at Monmouth in an 
allowance race last month, winning by ten 
lengths in 1.09 3/5. 

Icecapade is the first foal produced by stakes- 
placed Shenanigans. She is also the dam of the 
3-year-old Bold Ruler filly Laughter and the 
2-year-old Bold Lad colt named On To Glory. 

Kauai King To Japan 

Kauai King, first Maryland-bred ever to win 
the Kentucky Derby, has been sold to Japanese 
interests and will be shipped from England 
to Japan as soon as arrangements can be com¬ 
pleted. 

Winner of the Preakness as well as the 
Derby, Kauai King retired with earnings of 
$381,397. The 10-year-old horse is by Native 
Dancer out of the * Blenheim II mare Sweep 
In. 

Syndicated by his owner, Michael J. Ford, 
late in his 3-year-old season, Kauai King was 
retired to stud at Sagamore Farm in 1967. He 
remained at Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Balti¬ 
more county farm through 1971, then was 
shipped to England where he stood for the 
past two seasons. 

Richard Goode Quits Thornmar 

Richard Goode has resigned as manager of 
Thornmar Farm in Chestertown to return to 
the construction industry, where he hopes to 
continue his initiation of new designs and 
other innovations for the horse industry. 

Goode plans to continue with a small stable 
of his own and announced that his stallion, 
Idolater, will remain at Thornmar to finish out 
the 1973 breeding season. Afterwards, he will 
be shipped to a new locaton.

Web Brown 

Web Brown, Sagamore’s 72-year-old foaling 
man, died suddenly last month at his home 
in Butler (Md.). Mr. Brown had worked at 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s farm for 30 years, his 
duties consisting chiefly of watching brood¬ 
mares at night during the foaling season. 


Survey Shows 7,951 Subscribers 

A survey completed this month by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association reveals 
that the association now has 7,951 paid sub¬ 
scriptions to its two magazines, The Mary¬ 
land Horse and Horse Play. 

Of this total, 11 per cent of the subscribers 
receive both magazines. 

As of July 11, The Maryland Horse had 
5,806 paid subscriptions in 46 states and 19 
foreign countries. Paid subscriptions for the 
four-month-old newcomer Horse Play totaled 
2,145, spread over 45 states and six foreign 
countries. 


The survey further revealed that 58 per cent 
of all Maryland Horse subscribers live in 
Maryland, compared to 56 per cent Marylanders 
for Horse Play. 

Except for Maryland, the state most strongly 
supporting both magazines is Pennsylvania 
from which come 619 paid subscriptions. Next is 
Virginia (518) followed by New York (374), 
New Jersey (278), Delaware (158), Florida 
(155) and Massachusetts (112). 

Also revealed by the survey was the fact 
that Maryland Horse subscribers are mostly 
men, the males outnumbering the females by 
a 3-to-2 margin. For Horse Play the reverse 
holds true, women outnumbering men by a 
2-to-l margin. 

Foreign countries in which the magazines 
have the greatest number of subscribers are 
Canada (69), England (30), Ireland (11) and 
Puerto Rico (10). Other foreign countries 
with one or more subscribers include Sweden, 
Malaysia, Norway, Australia, New Zealand, 
Virgin Islands, France, West Germany, Ba¬ 
hamas, Yugoslavia, Colombia, Argentina, Italy, 
Netherlands, Switzerland and Denmark. 

Financial aspects of the survey show that 
30 per cent of the magazines’ subscribers earn 
$40,000 or more per year. Sixty-four per cent 
make over $20,000 a year. 

Also disclosed was the fact that 55 per cent 
of the subscribers are college graduates. 

Eastern Fall Notifications 

The Fasig-Tipton Company reports that it 
will mail by July 30 notifications of accept¬ 
ances and rejections to all consignors for the 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale, scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 24-25 at Timonium. 

Physical examination of the nominated 
yearlings was completed this month. A pedi¬ 
gree evaluation meeting attended by Fasig- 
Tipton and Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion officials was held on July 13. 

Following that meeting Fasig-Tipton’s presi¬ 
dent, John Finney, stated that the 1973 cata¬ 
logue would again consist of approximately 
245 horses. 

Roman Rose Adopts Orphan 

Mrs. John M. Gibson reports that her 12- 
year-old broodmare Roman Rose has success¬ 
fully adopted a Spring Double colt at Glade 
Valley Farm following the death of his dam, 
Coastal Trade. Roman Rose had herself foaled 
a Solo Landing colt which died a few minutes 
after its birth. The two foals were born only 
one day apart.

Evidencing the courage he has always hoped 
to instill in his horses, Thomas S. Glass re¬ 
turned this past spring to the court rooms of 
Frederick county in his accustomed role of 
attorney. 

He argues his cases himself in a distinct and 
audible voice, even though he has no voice— 
because of laryngectomies performed on him 
in December, 1971, and April, 1972. 

The 53-year-old lawyer and his wife, Ellen, 
live on a 360-acre farm in the Middletown 
valley between Frederick and Hagerstown. They 
annually breed a small number of Thorough¬ 
breds and are regular consignors to the Eastern 
Fall Sale. 

Late in 1971 Mr. Glass was told by his 
physician that he had cancer of the larynx and 
would be obliged to undergo surgery. Recalls 
Mr. Glass: “When I heard I had cancer, I 
thought I might die. But the thought I might 
die didn’t bother me as much as the thought 
I might not speak anymore. 

“At 4 o’clock on the morning I was to have 
my first operation I played a tape recording 
Ellen had made of me singing some songs. I 
was saying goodbye to my voice.” 

Today the attorney is back at his old office 
(5 West Church street, Frederick, Md.) and 
is regularly pleading cases in court. His return 
to the court room occurred in April when he 
argued a case before the Circuit Court, judge 
Samuel W. Barrick presiding. 

Judge Barrick not only heard Mr. Glass’s 
voice clearly but found the attorney’s argu¬ 
ments convincing enough to overturn a Dis¬ 
trict Court conviction in the case. 

The court stenographer, Elizabeth Hale, 
later said: "Mr. Glass spoke in a perfectly 
clear voice. No one had to ask him to repeat 
anything at all.” 

After undergoing two laryngectomies, Tom 
Glass, shown at right with his wife Ellen, is 
practicing law again, arguing his own cases. 


Tom attributes his remarkable recovery to 
the post-operative rehabilitation program con¬ 
ducted under the direction of speech therapist 
Dr. John Carter. 

Today Dr. Carter is using Mr. Glass as a 
model for others who are undergoing laryngec¬ 
tomies. And Mr. Glass is also a frequent 
speaker at fund-raising programs conducted by 
the American Cancer Society. 

Always an athletic man, Tom Glass first 
attracted national attention as quarterback of 
the undefeated Tulane football team which 
went to the Sugar Bowl in 1940. He later 
coached the Frederick High School’s football 
team and served as a scout for the University 
of Pittsburgh, the Baltimore Colts and the 
Buffalo Bills. He also started a midget football 
league in Frederick and was once president of 
the local Babe Ruth League. 

Eight years ago Mr. Glass married a Fred¬ 
erick widow, Ellen Boutelle. Between them 
they have ten children (Mr. Glass has three 
daughters; Mrs. Glass has four sons and 
three daughters). All three of Mrs. Boutelle’s 
daughters—Dickey, Marjorie and Katherine— 
have achieved outstanding success on Mary¬ 
land’s horse show and three-phase circuit. 

Mr. Glass is also an active foxhunter—as 
are his wife and several of his stepchildren. 
Their farm, Pleasant Valley, is totally devoted 
to the production and enjoyment of horses. 

And despite an operation that would have 
left most persons speechless, Tom Glass is out 
there with his wife and children every morn¬ 
ing sharing in the stable chores. “I never could 
tell them what to do,” he says, "so there’s no 
way I can start bossing them now. But they 
understand what I’m saying, even if they 
don’t pay any attention to my orders.

Th e purpose of this study was to determine 
the degree of compatibility between the Mary¬ 
land breeding program and Maryland’s mile 
track racing industry. 

The week of May 19 to May 25 was selected. 
The Eastern tracks in operation during that 
week were: Belmont, Garden State (5 days), 
Pimlico, Penn National and Shenandoah. 

No effort was made to eliminate possible 
duplications and horses on the also-eligible 
list were excluded. 

In all, there were 2,565 entries. They were 
the product of the breeding in 39 states and 
various foreign countries. Some entries (be¬ 
cause of advanced age) were of unknown 
origin. There were 555 Maryland-breds entered. 

At Pimlico I found that the fields were as 
follows:

This whopping 40.8% certainly convinced 
me that Maryland mile racing is maintained 
to a large degree by Maryland-bred horses. The 
next thing I asked of the computer was to 
determine where the 555 Maryland-bred start¬ 
ers raced during that one-week period:

These figures did not seem to me to be too 
encouraging. Whereas 40.8% of Pimlico’s 
fields were made up of Maryland-bred horses, 
this total made up only 38% of all of the 
Maryland-breds starting during the week of 
May 19-May 25, meaning that 62% were run¬ 
ning outside of the state. This led to an investi¬ 
gation of why this was occurring. I approached 
the problem of classifying the Maryland-breds 
which started during the week of May 19- 
May 25.

I don’t know what we should expect in the 
nature of percentage of Maryland-breds in 
Maryland mile track entries, or percentage of 
Maryland-breds racing in the state. The results 
of this study which showed that 40.8% of the 
Pimlico fields were made up of Maryland-breds 
and that 53.8% of the Maryland-breds racing 
during May 19-May 25 raced at Pimlico (once 
we excluded the under $3,000 horse) seemed 
to me, at least, that a great deal of compati¬ 
bility exists. 

Providing opportunity for Maryland-breds to 
race at Maryland mile tracks and making the 
entry is only one half of the problem. Entering 
is one thing. Winning is something else. 

This study demanded consideration of the 
starter/winner ratio. The total results follow:

These two percentages are extremely close. 
If Maryland-bred horses had won three more 
races they would have represented 21.6% of 
the starters and 21.6% of the winners. 

If we analyze the starters and winners, we 
get a mixed bag of percentages, and I will 
leave it up to someone more familiar with the 
day-by-day operation of racing to explain them.

Hard-Driving Alvin Rosenberg

Alvin Rosenberg, insurance executive and 
president of the League of Maryland Horsemen, 
is a 62-year-old teenager. With the vigor and 
agility of a person one-sixth his age, he attends 
driving meets and marathons all along the 
East coast. But, more importantly, he has 
turned his beloved sport into a novel way of 
raising money for charity. 

If a person or organization will make a do¬ 
nation to the Edith Rosen Strauss Organization, 
Inc., Mr. Rosenberg will bring one of his 27 
carriages to that persons special function. Over 
the years he has raised thousands of dollars 
for children suffering from cancer. 

Mrs. Aaron Caplan, president of the organ¬ 
ization, said, "He’s on our very special list as 
a devoted friend of Edith Rosen Strauss, Inc., 
and has been honored by us at a luncheon.” 

Alvin and Peggy Rosenberg live off Park 
Heights avenue, not far from Mrs. Caplan. 
They have two grown children, Samuel, 29 
and Marcia, 21. 


"Daddy’s driving suffered a setback in 1964,” 
said Marcia. "A neighbor objected to our 
keeping Rusty, my pony, in our backyard and 
brought suit against Daddy in housing court. 
Here’s the irony in the situation. The neighbor 
was Harry Cohen whose brothers own Pimlico 
race track, of all places. At this time Daddy 
was taking Rusty and the cart to the zoo each 
Tuesday and Thursday to give rides to the 
children brought out there by the ERS, Inc. The 
children had leukemia and couldn’t walk around 
the zoo because they tired easily. Daddy and a 
neighbor drove them in the cart.” 

Picking up the story, Alvin continued: "We 
appeared in court three times. The first two 
times we were ordered to get rid of Rusty. 
When I came into housing court a third time, 
I told the judge I would bring Rusty in for 
him to see. He said not to bother because he 
knew the pony rode in elevators and walked up 
and down stairs. He asked me where my 
counsel was. I told him, 'Your honor, I can’t 
observe the first law of equity.’ This means 
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I couldn't pay my counsel. Actually, my lawyer 
was a good friend who happened to be busy 
in Annapolis. He would tell me by phone 
what to say, all the time insisting that there 
was no law forbidding me to keep a pony 
within the city limits. My lawyer was Marvin 
Mandel (now governor of the state of Mary¬ 
land)." 

"We won this last decision," Marcia said. 

And when Daddy heard the verdict, he ran 
up and shook the judge’s hand, then skipped 
out of court. Everyone was amazed to see a 
grown man skip down the aisle." 



Marcia is now Mrs. Brad Seiko while Rusty 
is still kept busy in the Rosenberg’s backyard 
or at a boarding stable near the Patapsco state 
park where the Rosenbergs keep their well- 
known driving horse Calico, who is 29 years 
old. Recently, the Rosenbergs bought a pair of 
hackneys in Manitoba (Canada) because Calico 
and his driving partner, Lady, are getting on in 
years.

It was these young horses which were used 
last month on a five-day drive in Pennsylvania 
conducted by the Appalachian Wagon Train 
Association. 

Recalling that trip, Mr. Rosenberg said: "We 
were one of 76 covered wagons. All were driven 
by their owners and everyone wore period cos¬ 
tumes. We started in Bakersville and five 
days later reached Greensburg. On the way 
we would stop for the night and form a large 
circle. After tying the horses to the prairie 
schooner, we rode in a bus back to where we’d 
left our camper the night before. Then, we 
drove the camper to the wagons and in this 
way covered the whole distance." 

Holidays are a special treat for Mr. Rosen¬ 
berg because with most holidays there is a 
parade. 

Explaining how her father used to celebrate 
the Fourth of July, Marcia said: "He used to 
go to parades all over town. It was load, un¬ 
load, drive, load again and off to the next part 
of town. He went to, maybe, four different 
parades. He’s a fanatic. But he had to give 
this schedule up. Now he goes to only one." 

At this Alvin said, "I think I’ll go to Tow- 
son this year for the Fourth." 

No, we re going to Ocean City like you 
promised,” said wife Peggy. 

Asked how he became so wrapped up in 
his hobby, Alvin explained that he had had 
little experience with the sport prior to his 
purchase of the skewbald Calico 15 years ago. 

"I bought him to both ride and drive," he 
continued, "but after Peggy hurt her back, we 
began to concentrate on driving. 

"It was seven or eight years ago when I 
drove for the first time in a meet. I went to 
Devon to see the marathon. I drove in it the 
following year." 

However, Alvin’s original interest in driv¬ 
ing goes back to his father. Marcia said, 
Daddy has a picture of his father driving a 
coach that was used in the old days to take 
guests from the boat to the hotel on Mackinac 
island. Grandfather loved to drive and had 
asked the coachman to let him up on the box. 

I think that picture had something to do with 
his starting to drive again." 
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"Before coming to Baltimore,” Alvin ex¬ 
plained, "my father was a volunteer fireman 
in Annapolis. About 1912 or 13 he moved 
next door to the firehouse on Duke of Glou¬ 
cester street so he could be the first one there 
when the alarm sounded. That way he could 
drive the first team to the fires. 

"After we moved to Baltimore, my father 
developed cancer. I bought a basket cart and 
pony for him to drive around. We made a 
stable for the pony out of an old Peerless 
automobile by taking out the motor, raising 
the roof three inches and nailing slats across 
the windows.” 

Alvin has inherited his fathers interest in 
fires as well as his love for horses. A radio in 
his home is tuned into the city’s fire alarm 
system and Peggy thinks she’s one of a few 
women, if not the only one, to possess a fire 
pass. 

To Marcia, carriages and driving have been 
an important part of life. Each milestone, from 
children’s parties through high school gradu¬ 
ation to marriage has involved carriages. 

"When I graduated from high school,” she 
said, "Daddy took a group of us out in his 
40-passenger horse-drawn trolley. And the day 
I was married he won a $2,000 bet for a friend 
of his. 

"Dr. Harry Gilbert, an orthodontist, bet that 
Daddy would be too nervous that day to drive. 
A friend of ours, Jack Lachman, bet that he 
would drive. Dr. Gilbert said he’d do $2,000 
worth of work on Susie Lachman’s teeth if 
Jack would put up $2,000, too.” 

Alvin explained, "I had the carriage all 
decorated with flowers and hidden behind the 
Suburban Club. After the ceremony I put my 
driving apron on over my tuxedo and ran 
around to the carriage. We met the bride and 
groom as they came out the door. 

"I’ve used the 40-passenger streetcar to take 
ladies downtown to collect for cancer and once 
I drove the surrey with the fringe on top to 
publicize the need for larger social security 
benefits for elderly people. 

"Once I took Calico to the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in the surrey,” he added. "But they asked 


me not to come back again because it dis¬ 
tracted the people’s attention from the race. 

"Then there was the time the Civic Center 
needed a horse which would walk out on the 
runway in a fashion show. Calico was glad 
to oblige providing they made the usual do¬ 
nation to the ERS foundation.” 

Probably the most uncomfortable time Mr. 
Rosenberg has had with his carriages was last 
Labor Day. 

"I had been to Wellsville, Pennsylvania, for 
the Appalachian Association’s drive and had 










dressed as an Indian. An official had put brown 
paint all over me and said that it would wash 
off. Well, the sun was hot that day and the 
paint must have baked into my skin because 
I didn’t get rid of it for a month. 

"And to make matters worse, when we were 
coming home late at night, we were almost 
out of gas at the intersection of Taylor avenue 
and Loch Raven boulevard. I got out to go into 
this gas station. The attendant saw me coming, 
slammed the door and turned out all the lights. 
It took a policeman 20 minutes to persuade 
him to open up and sell us some gas.” □ 
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Twenty-six children aged six to 12 learned 
the fine points of horsemanship as well as how 
to care for their ponies at the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds pony camp, held in June at 
Glyndon.

The Enforcement Committee found 
Mr. Thaw not in good standing and 
he and any horses and ponies in 
which he has any interest are sus¬ 
pended from taking any part whatso¬ 
ever at recognized shows from June 
18, 1973, until August 17, 1973.

The registered Welsh pony Bay- 
side Red Baron (registry No. 21764) 
last reported owned by Mr. Donald P. 
Slacum, Baltimore, Maryland, is in 
possession of a measurement card 
which is invalid. This pony must be 
measured and a new card issued by 
MHSA, AHSA, or its affiliates before 
showing in classes restricted by 
height.

Hoofbeat 4-H Trip 

On a Friday evening early in June, 38 mem¬ 
bers of the Hoofbeat 4-H Saddle Club and their 
mounts assembled at the farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Breeding, on Bollinger Mill Rd. near 
Gamber, for a non-competitive trail ride. First, 
they stretched a picket line around a clump of 
trees and tied their horses to it. Then tents for 
sleeping and a cook tent were set up. Around 
the campfire Col. Donald W. Thackeray (USA, 
Ret.) of New Windsor compared this to cav¬ 
alry camps. An interesting point he brought 
out was that a trooper with a grey horse was 
always selected for night guard because his 
horse was easier to see in the dark. Lee Miller 
and Barry Poole, having the only greys in 
camp, were immediately designated as the 
Hoofbeat night guards. After a snack, members 
climbed into their sleeping bags. 

After breakfast on Saturday morning the 
riders tacked up and rode out. Even though the 
temperature and humidity were high, a good 
breeze and the shade along the trails of the 
Liberty Dam watershed allowed the riders to 
stay on schedule. At noon the trail boss, Gil¬ 
bert Breeding, brought the riders to their 
lunch stop. Here Pete Bonetti of the Maryland 
Wildlife Federation talked about the wildlife 
he had seen on the ride and then answered 
many questions. 

After resting and watering the horses, the 
riders continued through the Liberty Dam 
watershed. At a Christmas tree plantation a talk 
on forestry was given by Mr. Breeding. 

Maryland State Police halted traffic as the 
riders crossed the Md. route 32 bridge over the 
Liberty Dam. Some of the mounts were a little 
nervous about stepping over the expansion 
joints on the bridge. 

Back in camp horses were sponged off and 
cooled out. Then the cook served an excellent 
campers’ stew for supper. Officer Donald New¬ 
comer of the Maryland State Police talked 
about the Motor vehicle laws concerning 
horses ridden or driven along the public 
roads. Many safety suggestions were discussed. 
That night, before turning in, the fabled 
"Sykesville monster” was discussed. Immediately

afterwards, several of the 4-H members saw and 
heard the monster, although a positive identifi¬ 
cation was never made. 

Sunday morning, after breakfast and a short 
service conducted by Hoofbeat leader Bob 
Shirley, the riders again mounted up and 
headed east along the Liberty Dam Watershed 
trails. As they rode through the woods a white¬ 
tailed deer dashed through the middle of the 
riders and startled a huge owl out of a pine on 
the other side of the trail. The path moved up 
and down steep hills and gave the riders beau¬ 
tiful views of the tree-lined lake. 

The riders arrived back in camp for a late 
lunch. Then, following a watermelon break, the 
Hoofbeat members took down the tents and the 
picket line, policed the area, scattered manure 
and uneaten hay so as not to kill the grass. As 
the last ponies were led from the camp to their 
waiting trailers, a look back showed the beauti¬ 
ful little valley unchanged despite 38 mounts 
and riders spending a weekend there.

30 Years Ago This Month 

The Maryland Horse 

Reported... 


► In an editorial, the MHBA’s president, 
Janon Fisher, Jr., wrote: "Since a new racing 
commission has been recently appointed, I 
feel that we should send it off to a good start. 
. . . We will wipe out the past; the indecision 
over dates, the mess over stewards, the one 
hundred and one inspectors, blind stewards, im¬ 
portunate politicians, etc. . . . But should the 
commission lend itself to political connivery 
and pressure we are going to climb on it with 
everything we have.” 

► Governor Herbert R. O’Conor announced 
the appointment of H. Courtney Jenifer to 
the three-man Maryland Racing Commission. 
Mr. Jenifer succeeded Chester F Hockley who 
resigned because of the press of war work. 
Mr. Jenifer, former MFH of the Wythemore 
Hounds, was from one of Maryland’s oldest 
families. Described as "a leader of the Maryland 
Bar,” the attorney maintained a "beautiful 
farm near Timonium’ where he bred and 
raised a number of Thoroughbreds. 

The commission at that time was under the 
chairmanship of Frank Small, Jr. 

► Listed as a casualty of the war was the Ti¬ 
monium Fair, described as an "institution dear 
to the heart of the agricultural and social- 
minded community.” Originally located at Pim¬ 
lico, the State Fair was moved to Timonium 
during the 1870 s. Timonium’s president, Matt 
L. Daiger, promised a resumption of the fair 
as soon as the war ended. 

► Clifford White was named president of 
the Cumberland Fair Association, succeeding 
the late Harry A. Manley. Mr. White said 
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Cumberland would apply to the Maryland 
Racing Commission for a 10-day meeting to 
be held in September. 

► The Fasig-Tipton Company announced it 
would hold its annual yearling auction sale 
at the Keeneland race course on August 9, 10 
and 11. Two selling sessions (afternoon and 
evening) would be held on each of the three 
days. 

► The Maryland Racing Commission an¬ 
nounced that Pimlico would hold a 30-day 
fall meeting for the joint account of all four 
of the states major tracks. The move had been 
made because of gasoline rationing—Pimlico 
being the only one of the four tracks located 
in a major city. The meeting would be the 
longest continuous session ever held at the 
Maryland Jockey Club track. 

► On the matter of gasoline rationing, the 
government released the following ruling on 
horse shows: Driving to a horse show is not 
permissible under the Non-Essential Driving 
Ban unless it is necessary for a person to 
attend the show in pursuit of his occupation. 

. . . Only those persons whose business or oc¬ 
cupation is gainful and is directly connected 
with the business of breeding, raising or show¬ 
ing horses may be eligible to drive to horse 
shows.” n

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EDITORIAL 


A Guess Becomes Official 

Thanks to a petty economy instituted ten years ago by the late Louis Pondfield, 
Secretariat was deprived of his mile and three-sixteenths track record set at Pimlico 
in the Preakness on May 19. 

Up until Pondfield's unfortunate decision was approved by the Maryland Racing 
Commission there had always been a man with a red flag stationed at the starting 
pole. This man's only purpose was to drop his flag when the first horse reached the 

pole. And it was the track's official timer who punched his watch when he saw the 

flag fall. 

In the words of commission member Carle A. Jackson: "Not having a flag man 
makes the dockers guess. I was opposed to the elimination of the flag man when 
Bruce Livie okayed Pondfield's request in the early 1960's. As I recall it, Bruce (then 
chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission) gave Pondfield (then Pimlico's general 
manager) the commission's approval without ever bringing the matter up at a com¬ 
mission meeting. I protested, but it did no good." 

As Mr. Jackson points out, E. T. McLean, Jr., was only guessing when he started 
his watch in the Preakness. McLean, the track's official timer, was standing near the 

finish line on the porch of the jockeys' room. From this position he had the field 

running directly at him when the start was effected. The gate (located 55 feet beyond 
the three-sixteenths pole) is not the point from which a race is timed. The timing begins 
when the first horse passes the first pole. Accordingly, it was McLean's job to punch 
his watch when the first horse traveled 55 feet, thus coming abreast of the three- 
sixteenths pole. 

With the field coming directly at him in a head-on shot, McLean could do nothing 
more than make an educated guess as to when to start his watch. 

His own testimony at the Maryland Racing Commission hearing held this month 
at the WMAR-TV studios included such phrases as "my timing was accurate to the 
best of my ability" . . . "it's a guess when horses pass the pole" ... "I believed I 
caught the first horse at the pole." 

With the timer himself and at least one commission member agreeing that the 
official time for the Preakness was a guess, the whole matter becomes somewhat 
ridiculous. The one thing made clear at the commission meeting was that of all the 
times offered for the Preakness, McLean's was the least likely to be correct. 

And yet it was McLean's time (1.54 2/5) that the commission decided to authenti¬ 
cate. 

Disregarded was the track's electrical timing device (known as "Visumatic") 
which posted 1.55 for the race. Also disregarded was CBS's split-screen replay of 
the 1971 and 1973 Preaknesses which showed Secretariat defeating Canonero II by 
about four lengths. CBS's estimated time for Secretariat was 1.53 1/5—four-fifths of 
a second faster than Canonero's track record. 

The commission predicated its decision on its rule book which states that the 
official time of any race is the time taken by the official timer. 

That the official timer was only "guessing" made no difference to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. The five gentlemen simply pointed to their rule book, thus wiping 
out the fastest mile and three-sixteenths race ever run at Pimlico.
